Ground <;ork and some other barks, 


and the sawdust of the soft woods, as 
well as the charcoal made of these sub- 
stances, are very good retainers of heat. 
Lampblack also works well. When the 
thing to be kept hot is at a very high 
temperature, some light, incombustible 
powders are very suitable. Among the 
best of these are fossil meal and the cal- 
cined magnesia and magnesium carbon- 
ate of the druggists. Fossil meal con- 
sists of the silicious skeletons of micro* 
scopic vegetables, called diatoms, ex- 
ceedingly various in shape and size, the 
very largest of them hardly reaching the 
length of the hundredth of an inch. It 
is found abundantly in some peat mead- 
ows and in the bottoms of ponds. Both 
fossil meal and magnesium carbonate 
have been largely used in covering steam 
pipes. 
• 
Obviously, when the same light sub- 


stance is tried in both the first and sec- 
ond apparatus above mentioned, and the 
resnlts differ, it must be owing to the in- 
ability of the substance to hold the in- 
cluded air still in the first arrangement. 
So powdered plumbago or black lead, 
which is very slippery, shows nearly 
twice as much transmissive power in one 
case as in the other. Loosened asbestos 
fiber also lets through about twice as 
much heat in the vertical arrangement 
as in the horizontal. Yet this fiber may 
be split up exceedingly fine, but the great 
difference in its behavior as compared 
with cotton or wool must be owing much 
less to its own greater specific conduct- 
ing power than to the smoothness and 
inelasticity of its fibers.—Professor John 
M. Ordway in Popular Science Monthly. 


The Handkerchief in France.

chiefs in France as early as 1634. In 
1648 
they were embroidered and had tas- 


sels at each of the four corners. In the 
time of the Directory, that period of 
fashionable eccentricity, they underwent 
many vagaries. Those ladies who did 
not care to wear the pocket attached to 
the girdle and wished to have the hands 
at liberty tucked the fan into the belt, 
slid the purse into the corsage and had 
the handkerchief carried by a gallant, 
to whom it was necessary to apply when 
it. happened to be needed. If the hand- 
kerchief carrier could not be found, or 
was insidiously flirting with another wo- 
man, 
and the nose imperatively demand- 


ed blowing, the case was serious. 


When the French blow the nose, it 


should be remembered, it is for all it is 
worth. No one who has not witnessed 
the performance could .javer believe the 
nasal passages possessed of such a sonor- 
ous quality, and when the effort is sev- 
eral times repeated one might easily im- 
agine himself listening to the Angel 
Gabriel rehearsing for the last judgment. 
The French fashion in this respect is not 
to be recklessly imitated like Paris styles 
in laces, silks and satins, fans, dresses, 
bonnets and other things pertaining to 
female attire.—San Francisco Chronicle.

Victims by Thousands. 


Records of great earthquakes fill a 


large space in the world's history, and 
instances where people have perished by 
thousands from this cause are mourn- 
fully numerous. An earthquake accom- 
panied by a volcanic eruption destroyed 
the cities of Pompeii and Hercnlanenm 
and buried most of their inhabitants in 
the ruins in the year 79, A. D. The en- 
tire world was shaken from pinnacle to 
foundation stone in the year 543. In 557 
Constantinople suffered terribly from an 
earthquake, which killed thousands of 
its inhabitants. In 743 an awful shock 
•\ isited China, India, Persia and Palestine, 
killing hundreds of thousands of human 
beings, besides beasts beyond calculation. 


In 1158, 20,000 person perished from an 


earthquake shock in Syria alone; in 1268, 
60,000 were killed or buried alive in 
Cilicia. In 1456, 40,000 were killed in 
Naples. In 1531 Lisbon, Portugal, had 
her first great shock—that which killed 
80,000 people. In 1336 Naples was again 
visited and had 70,000 of her people taken 
away by the earthquake demon. The 
next year the SchamaM was constantly 
rocked by earthquakes for three months, 
during which time 80,000 persons were 
killed.—St. Louis Republic.

It flnd.j that the Maflft 
is a regularly organized body; that the 
bribing of some members of the jury which 
tried the murderers of Chief of Police Hen- 
nessey, is unquestionable; that the citizen* 
•who led the movement agaiuat the prison- 
era are respectable and law-abiding, and 
that eight of the persons lynched were citi- 
zens of the United States, and another had 
declared his intedtion lo become a citizen 


The jury found indictments against si 


members for bribing or attempting to bribe 
trial jurors, one of tho persons indicted be- 
ing O'Malley, the detective, and decided 
that it would be impossible to proceec 
against the lynchera. 


Tbe action of the Grand Jury in not in- 


dicting the leaders of the movement which 
culminated in the lynching of eleven per 
sons, is not disappointing. No one be 
lieved that criminal proceeding? would be 
bad in their oases, an their action was com 
mt>nded by not only the people of New Or 
leans but by a large majority thronghou 
the country, and was even approved by the 
conservative London Times. The fact tha 
eight of the victims were American citizen 
proves conclusively that nationality wai 
not considered in disposing of them ant 
that their fate would have been the sam' 
had they been native instead of naturalized 
citizens. 


The tragedy and the causes which led ti 


it are to be deplored, but that Italy node

The Woman'sNational Industrial Lea gat

At n meeting of the League held in 


Washington last Monday it resolved tha 
the objection of the Emperor of China lo 
Minister Blair was the highest oomplimen 
that could ba bestowed by the Emperor 
on a citizen of tho United States. 


As Senator, Minister Blair advocated the 


passage of tho Chinese Exclusion Act in 
tho interest of tbe industrial classes of the 
country. That Act pas-ed both Houses o: 
Congress and was approved by Preeiden 
Cleveland. It settled for the present a 
least a question which had been agitaticj 
the people of rhis coast since the earl; 
days of California. The sentiments ex 
pressed by Senator Blair in support of the 
measure were indorsed by a large majority 
on this Coast and by labor organizations 
throughout the Union. 


The question now is Will the Adminis 


tratton back down and revoke the appoint 
ment of Minister Blair? The time was when 
to do so would have cost tbe Republican 
party the State of California. 
As Senate 


Blair simply gave expression to publi 
sentiment on the Chinese question, and as 
Minister he would doubtless do likewise 
to revoke his appointmoBt and send a mnn 
to Peking who would convey tbe impres 
sion that he did not, would be deceiving 
tbe Chinese Government, and conveying 
the impression that in a few years when 
the Exclusion Act expires by limitation 
the United States would again open its 
.ports to unrestricted Chinese immigration, 


THK CHILEAN 1NSUKKECTION.

several months past. Dislike for Balme 
oeda, the President of the Republic, was

the insurrection 


Thousands of lives have been lost in the 
fratricidal struggle, and the war has been 
mercilessly waged, no quarter being askec 
or given by either side. Some of the finest 
vessels in the navy have been blown to 
pieces by torpedo boats, proving the ut- 
most utter worthlessnees of iron-dads in 
modern warfare, eities and towns have been 
devastated and the business of the whole 
country paralyzed. 


Now it is proposed to end the straggle, 


which bis rained the country, by submit- 
ting the questions at issue to arbitrators. 
President Balmeoeda suggests that three 
members of the Congressional or Insurgent 
party, and three members of tho Presiden- 
tial party, be appointed to confer »nr) de- 
vise some method of restoring peace to the 
distracted country. He solicits the good 
offices of the Republics of the United States, 
France, and Brnzil, and hopes they will 
unite to. the endeavors they make to end 
the war, which is depopulating and de- 
vastating a sister Republic.

TIMBER LANDS. 


New KegnUtlons Kegai-dlng; Them. 


The Commissioner of the General Land 


Office, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Interior, has issued a circular letter 
of icstrnotions to Registers and Rtceiveis 
of Land Offices regarding the tedious of 
he Federal Land Act of March 3, 1881, 
relating to cutlitg timber on public lands. 
Tbe regulations wbieh apply to Nevada are 
in substance as follows: 


FEBSOH3 WHO MAI COT TIMBSB. 


Settlers upon pnblie lands, miners, farm- 


ers and other bona fide residents who have 
not a sufficient supply of timber on their 
own claims or lands for firewood, fencing 
or building purposes, or for necessary use 
in the development of mineral or other 
natural resources of the lands owned or oc- 
cupied by them, are permitted to procure 
timber from tbe public lands strictly for 
the purposes enumerated in th's section 
but not for sale or disposal or use on other 
lands or by other persons; but this sec- 
tion shall not be construed to give the right 
to cut timber on any appropriated or re- 
served public lands i and the Secretary of 
the Interior has tbe right to reeerve or re- 
voke SQO'U privil°ges. 


•WHEN TIMBEB MAY BE GUI FOB BALE. 
Persons, firms or corporations who de- 


sire to cut timber from public lands for tbe 
purposes of merchandise, or lor any other 
whatsoever, other than as above defined, 
must submit an application therefor in 
writing to the Secretary of the Interior, 
designating the land by sections, township 
and range, if surveyed, and if unsnrveyed 
describe the lands by natural boundaries 
and estimated number of acres thereof. 
They must also define the character of the 
land and the kinds of trees or timber 
growing theieon, giving an estimate as to 
the quantity of each kind, stating which 
particular kind or kinds they desire to out 
or remove and spetify the purpose or pur- 
poses for which snoh timber or products 
thereof 
ura required. 
The application 


must be sworn to and witnessed by not 
less than four responsible citizens who 
redide in the locality of the particular land 
described. 
The petitioner or petitioners 


should also submit with the application 
such evidence as can be procured to conolu 
sively show that the preservation of timber 
on tbe land described is not required for 
public cood, but that its use as lumber or 
other product, and 'or the purposes named 
in the applioatioc, is a public necessity. 
If deemed for the public intsrest, desired 
permission will be granted. 


NOTICE TO ADVEBSE PABTIK3. 


In order that the farmers who desire to 


have the forests preserved in the interest 
of the water supply for irrigation, and all 
others having adverse interests may have 
due notice of snob applications, parties 
making application shall cause to be pub- 
lished at least once a week for three con 
seoutive weeks in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the State, and in newspapers 
in the county, or where there is more than 
one county, in each of the counties wherein 
the lands are situated, and printed. A 
copy of the published notices mnat be sub- 
mitted with the application, together with 
the affidavits of the publisher or foreman 
of each newspaper attached thereto, show- 
ing that the tmme was successively inserted 
the requisite number of limes, and the dates 
thereof. 


Cutting 
or 
removing 
any 
timber 


from public lands described in the applica- 
tion, before authority has been officially 
granted by the Secretary of tbe Interior 
will render the party so offending liable to 
prosecution for trespass and subject hia 
application to rejection. Saw mill owners, 
lumber dealers and others, who, in any man 
nar, cause or procure timber to be out or 
removed from any public lands in violation 
of law or these rules or regulations, 
whether directly or by men in their em- 
ploy, or directly through contract or by 
purchase, are equally guilty of trespass 
with the individuals who actually cub or 
remove snob timber, and alike liable to 
criminal prosecution.

Weight of French Money. 


A Frenchman, who evidently revels in 


handling large sums of money, has com- 
piled some entertaining statistic* with 
regard to the weight of a milliard of the

pounds;, in gold, 648,100 pounds; in 1,000 
franc? checks, 8,560 pounds, and in 100 
frano checks, 88,000 pounds.
